THE FEDERAL STATUTE

THE NATURALIZATION FRAUDS 
were numerous and bold. Under the Federal 
laws a foreigner arriving in this country un 
der the age of 18 years is, after a residence 
of five years, entitied on application to 
minor citizens’ papers, on which they 
are entitied to vote without delay. These 
pepere containing the conditions which must 

e sworn to by the witnesses, read as follows:

same; and the said applicant declaring in 
open court, upon oath, that for three years 
inst past it has been his bona fide intention to 
become a citizen of the United States, and he 
deciaring also, upon oath, that he wills up- 
port the Constitution ofthe United States and 
that he doth absolutely and entirely renounce 
and abjure all allegiance and fidelity to every 
foreign power, prince, potentate, State or 
sovereignty whatsoever and particularly to 
the —— of ——-, of whom he is at present a 
subject, therefore, the said —— ——is admitted 
a citizen of the United States. 

These witnesses were exceedingly active. 
Some of them appeared for as many as fifty 
alleged applicants for citizens’ papers,swear- 
ing in each instance tothe facts required to 
fill out the conditions imposed by this paper. 
The wholesale style in which citizens were 
made by the employes of both political 
parties may be inferred from the following 
figures: In the Criminal Court, within twenty 
days, 743 persons secured minor papers and 
641 persons secured second papers. In the 
Court of Crimininal Correction, within thirty 
days, 1,196 persons secured minor papers and 
950 secured second papers. ‘ 

The feuture of this wholesale naturalization 
business presenting a criminal appearance 
was that in seouring the papers for minors 
the same men appeared for dozens of appli- 
cants, swearing in each case that 
the applicant had arrived in this 
eountry before attaining the age 
of eighteen years. In many cases this neces- 
sitated an acquaintance extending over 
twenty years. A preposterous phase of the 
frauds, which would doubtless have struck 
the Judges dt the State court had 
it not been for the volume and 
confusion of business, was that numbers 
of the applicants supposed to have resided in 
this country for five years and over could not 
speak a word except in their native tongues. To 

rocure the evidence of the frauds is nota 

iMcult task. The persons who secured their 
—— in this manner were registered at the 

ecorder’s office. Through this they can be 
traced and if the Grand-jury is earnest in its 
work the hundreds who obtained papers 
through the fraudulent misrepresentations of 
politicians can be called before the jury and the 
evidence in each case can be elicited within 
five minutes. In the one case in which prose- 
cution was instituted by the Federal officiais 
when the PoO8ST-DISPATCH first exposed the 
fraud Ernest John, the principal witness, 
mysteriousiy disappeared. By seeing that 
the witnesses obey their mandates the Grand- 
jurors can easily prevent such results. 

The fees for the issue of most of these papars 
were paid by the Central Committees of the 
parties.

AN OPIUM DEN 


Raided by the Police Last Night and a 
White Woman Discovered Smoking. 


Last night about 10:50 o’clock Policemen 
McGuire and Ready made a raid on an opium- 
smoking den conducted by two Chinamen 
named Billy Lee and Pong Fung in the rear of 
No. 16 North Ninth street.

is not the only white woman who bas been ia 
the place. The Chinamen, they believe, have 
been trying to induce young giris to visit the 

lace. Pong Tung was 8 here from 

Yncinnati by Lee to help him conduct the 
place, Lee having rented the room in the rear 
of Sin Lay’s laundry before sending for him. 
The room is well situated fora place of the 
kind, as entrauce can be obtained in three 
different ways—tbrough the laundry, 
through 0 wagon way on the side 
of the laundry and through the 
alley running between Eighth and Ninth 
streets. The officers entered by the alley way 
last night, and their presence about the place 
was not known until they forced the door. 
They confiscated the pipes and opium which 
they found ona stand near the improvised 
cot. The Chinamen in the laundry profess 
ignorance as to whether the opium den was 
frequented by white women.

MAYOR NOONAN OBJECTS TO THE METHODS 
or CERTAIN POLITICIANS.

His Time and Talents te Be Given to the 
City Service—Office-Seekers and Confi- 
dence-Game Officials Will Not Be Per- 
mitted te Monopolize Him—A Warning 
Posted. 


The Mayor was unusually busy this morning 
with a multiplicity of matters which needed 
his immediate attention. He was at 
his office at 10:30 o’cfock and gave orders to 
Secretary Meade not to allow anything but 
official business to pass the door, which 
order was strictly enforced, much to the dis- 
comfort of a crowd of between fifty and one 
hundred office-seekers and others who were 
standing around waiting for a turn to say a 
word to the Mayor in person. 

At 1l o'clock when the Board of Public Im- 
provements was in session the Mayor made a 
break through the crowd and reach the board 
room. He waited upon the Board to offer his 
services to them, stating that either as Mayor 
or President of the Police board, he would be 
happy to work in conjunction with them on 
the street sprinkling difficulty, which was 
just now giving a good deal of trouble. He 
said thatthe sprinkling was not being done 
as it should be and that if there 
was anything he in his official 


capactity could do to help matters along he 
would gladly do it. The hungry horde of 
office seekers, asthe Mayor terms them, was 
given anosher set back this morning by hav- 
ing the following notice stuck up before them 
in the Secretary’s office, where all might read 
and be instructed: 
KEEP OFF THE GRASS! 

MAYOR’S OFFICE, St. Louis—I want to say a 
few words to those who are seeking places in 
the city departments. In the first place, asl 
have plalnly stated before, there are no offices 
in my gift, and will not be for two years, or 
nearly that time. Incase any vacancies occur 
I shall know who to appoint and will need no 
suggestions or advice on that score. 

There are many matters at this time ot im- 
portance to the city which command my at- 
tention, and I must be left free to devote my 
time to these interests, and not be harrassed 
by office-seekers. 

The new Oity Hall, the settlement of the gas 
problem and the message will for the present 
occupy all my time, aside from the routine 
duties ot che Mayor's office. 

There are no offices in sight nor are there 
likely to be until the time mentioned above. 
Men who hold offices in the public service 
seldom die and never resign. 

While these remarks are intended in all 
kindness, Iam also firmty resolved to act in 
accordance with the ideas above outlined. I 
feel convinced my friends will receive these 
remarks in the spirit in which they are offered, 
and fully appreciate my reasons for promul- 
gating them.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


The Manufacture of Binding Twine by 
Convicts Recommended. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

SPRINGFIELD, It, May 7.—The House to- 
day advanced to third reading the McClana- 
han bill providing for statutory prohibition. 
An attempt was made to kill the bill by strik- 
ing out the enacting clause, but this failed by 
a vote of 51 to 66. If the bill is pushed with 
energy there is a fair chance of its passage. 

The Commissioners of the Joliet Peniten- 
tiary in compliance with a joint resolution 


submitted their report to the House to-day, 
showing the result of their investigation as to 
the cost of manufacturing binding twine 
atthe State’s expense by utilizing convict 
labor. They heartily recommended the plan 
and ask an appropriation of $873,250 for the 
purchase of a plant and to pay all necessary 
expenses for the first two years. According 
to their report binding twine thus manufac. 
tured by the State will cost the farmers 14 
cents — pound or less. 

The Senate adopted the adverse report of 
the A n Committee on the claims 
ot Rokker & Co. of this city as the balance 
due under the celebrated fraudulent contract 
of two years ago. The Campbell bill amend- 
ing this law in relation to the public printing 
was passed. Itis designed to prevent fraud 
in the letting of the public printing contracts.

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ne Injuries Inflicted on Him by Tonghs 
| Prove Fatal—Arrests Made. 


Ex- Private Watchman John Furiong is dead, 
and a case of murder will be made out against 
James Hayes, Frank McGary, Pat Kane and 
John King, who are now confined in the City 
Jail, charged with aasault with intent to kill. 
Furlong died at the City Hospital about 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, having 
been unconscious from the time he 


was ‘assaulted until he died. On 
the night of Thursday. April 8. 
the policeman walking the beat on Fifteenth 
street came upon the deceased lying on the 
sidewalk near Franklin avenue. Furlong was 
unconscious and covered with blood. was 
not until he was removed to the hospital that 
he was recognized as John ong, an ex- 
private watchman, who for dg years was the 
terror of the toughs and by dlume in the 
vicinity of O'Fallon a Fifteenth 
streets. His skull was found to 
be fractured and his face and body 
were one mass of bruises and welts. An effort 
was made by the physicians in attendance to 
save the man’s life by adangerous operation 
on the skull, but their efforts proved unavall- 
ing, and the murderous intentions of his cow- 
ardly assailants were realized. Furlong was 
assaulted by four men. Residents in the 
vicinity of where he was found on the night of 
the sd state that they saw four men run 
away from the scene, and it is but 
natural to presume that they lay in wait for 
their victim, pounced upon him from the rear, 
struck him down like a dog and then, in their 
murderous ferocity, beat and kicked his pros- 
trate form. No direct or conclusive evidence 
could at the time be obtained concerning the 
identity of the thugs, but the police worked 
diligently and innumerable arrests were made, 
suspicion finally centering on the quartette now 
under arrest. These latter men are hard 
characters, having been concerned in crimes, 
brawls and misdemeanors in their neighbor- 
hood for years past. Times without number 
they have been under arrest, and fines have 
been imposed on catch man oftener than he 
has fingers and toes up which to 
enumerate his various offenses. Fur- 
long, on the contrary, was always 
known as a quiet and peaceabie 
citizen, dangerous only when imposed upon 
or attacked. Six years ago he was given a 
license as private watchman, but so great 
was his hatred for thugs and hoodlums that 
he was always in trouble with the latter class, 
as many a broken head can testify. A year 
ago he used his revoiver hastily while mak- 
ing an arrest and his license was revoked. He 
had made many enemies in his time and his 
life has deen threatened on various occa- 
sions. To ‘‘get even“! with Furlong was 
the ambition of more than one ward bum. 
The murdered man was 28 years of age and 
has two brothers in this city, one of them be- 
ing employed at the Meacham Arms Co., and 
the other 1 been but recently ordained 
as a priest in the Assumption Church. The 
inquest was held this afternoon in the Coro- 
ner’s oflice.

A NEGRO MRR. 


——- 6, — 
Will Wills Dies Fre, Wounds Inflicted 
Last Night by Boots Turner. 


Will Wills, the negro who was stabbed last 
night by John Jacks and Boots Turner, in 
a fight which originated ih a court-yard be- 
tween tenement houses on Ninth street, near 
Market, and similar dwellings fronting on the 
alley, running between Tenth and Eleventh 
streets, died about noon to-day 


at the City Hospital the 
effects of his wounds. One 
of his assailants John Jacks is in the hospital 
suffering from wounds which Wills inflicted 
in self-defense, so his friends claim, while 
the other, Boots“ Turner, is in jail and will 
be held with Jacks to answer a charge of mur- 
der. The story of the row which culminated 
in the killing ts briefly as.folléws: Last 
evening when Will Wills returned from 
his work at Liggett & Meyers’ factory 
he found the courtyard, situated as described 
above in the center of a lot of tenement 
houses occupied by colored people, full of his 
neighbors and friends sitting out to enjoy the 
the coolair. As he started to go up a flight of 
steps in the middle of the courtyard, one 
art of which is higher than another, 
obn Jacks attempted to pull him down. He 
told him to quit as he didn’t want to get 
hurt. Jacks, however, continued to pull bim 
toward him and Wills got mad and they 
started to fight. Jacks, according to the story 
of Sam Wills, a brother of the murdered man, 
and Nellie Graham, an eye witness, drew a 
knife and Wills followed suit.They cut at each 
otber, and Jacks managed to run up toacellar 
door where Turner was sleeping and wake 
him to get his assistance. ‘‘Bootes’’ spran 
up and drew his dirk, George Bush, a ha 
brother of Will Wilis and Sam Wills, his full 
brother, attempted to assist, but having no 
weapons, their assistance did not amount to 
much. Will Wills was cut a number of times, 
but the wound which proved fatal was a cut 
in the throat, inflicted, it is said, by Turner.

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FARMERS AND LUMBERMEN IN THE 
NOBTHWEST SUFFER GREAT LOSS. 


The Fires Raging in All Directions—Build- 
ings, Crops and Timber Consumed by the 
Flames— Rain the Only Hope of the Far- 
mers—A Milldock Burned—Residence De- 


atroyed—Fires. 


DULUTH, Minn., May 7.—Reports of the de- 
struction by forest fires continue to come in. 
The fires are still raging in all directions, but 
in manv localities they have burned them- 
selves out. They have attacked the heavy 
pine woods in many places and the loss of 
timber will de immense. All trains on roads 
leading here from every direction tell of the 
long lines of fire passed through. The great- 
est loss is in the destruction of rail- 
road ties, telegraph poles and 
cordwood. Several hundred thousand ties 
and thousands of cords of wood have been 
burned. So far news has reached here of the 
destruction of a dozen buildings; three near 
Barnum, a dozen miles west of here, and 
others in Wisconsin. Joseph Bradford’s 
wood camp and two camps near Norman were 
wiped out. From a score of small places 
come accounts of fighting the fire to save the 
villages or mills. There was a rumor yester- 
day that a small saw mill in Douglass County, 
Wisconsin, bad been burned, but no 
news could be had to confirm it. The most 
destruction has been on the lines of the St. 
Paul & Duluth and the Northern Pacific. 


Raging in Every Direction. 


EasT SAGINAW, Mich., May 7.—In Northern 
Michigan no rain has fallen in several months, 
and as a result fires are raging 
in every direction, threatening de- 


struction to property and heavy losses 
to Iumbermen and farmers. In Midland, 
Clare, Gladwin and Osceola Counties flames 
are running through timber and over un- 
cleared farms, and in several places men, 
biinded by smoke, are working in brigades 
trying to check the of 
the fire. North

them. Dangers from the same source are also 
reported from Huron County along the line of 
the Saginaw, Tuscola & Huron Railroad.

T. Bailey, a lumberman of the city, burned,in- 
volving a loss of $4,000, with partial insur- 
ance. ive miles north of the same place 
Thomas McKinley lost a barn and contents, 
valued at $600, with no insurance.

RENT DAY AT UNION MAREET. 


Deputy Collector Ungar Gets the City’s Ber- 
enue Out of Stand-Keepers. 


To-day was ‘‘rent-day’’ at the Union Mar- 
ket, and as it comes but twice'a year it ereates 
astir. The city was represented by five men, 
Terry Martin, the Market Master, Carl Ungar 
and another olerk from the Collector’s office 
and two clerks from the Comptroller's 


office. The market-master, being acquainted, 
takes the lead like a constable in an Lrish evic- 
tion and raps each renter to his front door so 
as to be ready for the collector. There 
are about sixty butcher stalle and 150 
vegetable stands, and to cover the 
market in one day requires quick work. 
A *crowd generally follow the collector 
and make good humored remarks about pay- 
ing the rent and questioning the quality of the 
money given. hat peculiar trait of the 
market man and market woman, handed 
down through ages, always manifests itself on 
rent days and the collectors hear nothing 
but a — **kick’’ about the rent 
and grumbiing about **taking the 
profits from the business’’ from 
one end of the market tothe other. The rent 
varies according to location from $60 a year to 
$740 a ear, and the collections to-day 
amounted to about $8,000. It is a notable fact 
that those enjoying the cheapest rents are the 
bardest kickers. An incident occurred which 
showed how the renters feel towardsgthe col- 
lector. An old German’ had his rent of $100 
nicely done up in a package of fives and tens 
and gave it to Mr. Ungar. It was $10 too much. 
After counting it Mr. Ungar said: ‘‘This is 
not right. 

„es, itis; yes, it is, said the German. 

„But 1 say it isn’t,’’ replied Ungar. See 
now, one, two, three’’— 

‘*‘Dot’s all righd. I gif you the righd 
money.

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Five Persens Perish in a Burning Residence 
—Lost Both Legs. 


WESTCHESTER, N. T., May 7.—The dwelling- 
house of Watson Bownes was destroyed by 
fire about halt past 1 o’clock this morning and 
five persons were burned to death. The 
household consisted of Watson Bownes, his 
wife, his mother, Mrs. T. B. Bownes, 
and two children and two servants. 
Just how the fire started is not known, 
but it is supposed that a lamp, which 
was left burningin the hall, exploded and 
started the flames. When Mr. Bownes was 


awakened by the crackling of the flames, the 
fire had already gained great headway and the 
house was filled with smoke. Bownes imme- 
diately gave the alarm and started to carry his 
wife into the open air. In doing this he was 
severely burned about the feet and body and 
Mrs. Bownes was also burned about the head, 
neck and shoulders. While Bownes was rescu- 
ing his wife he could plainly hearcries of 
agony from his mother and two children, who 
were sleeping with their grandmother; but 
he was unable tosave them, and they per- 
ished. The two children were aged 3 and 5. 
Kate Dunn, a servant, and her sister Amie, 
who came to visit her last night, also per- 
ished. The Empire Engine Co., whose build- 
ing is directly across the street from the scene 
of the fire, turned out and assisted by the vil- 
lagers tried to extinguish the fire, but their 
old-fashioned machine was ot little use, 
and the building was burned to the ground. 
A desperate effert was made by the firemen 
and villagers to rescue the inmates, but Mrs. 
Bownes, senior, and the two children were 
dead before they could be got out. The little 
ones were in their grandmother’sarms. The 
Dunn girls were also dead when taken from 
the building. Mr. Bownes is a Free Mason 
and is being cared for by the traternity.

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THE IRISH LEADER MODIFIES HIS ADMIS- 
SION TO WEBSTER. 


The Statement Fails to Make a Good Im- 
pression—No General Public Comment— 
Success of the Great French Exposition— 
Progress of the Samoan Commission—The 
Demands of the American Commis-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispaten. 

LONDON, — 7.—The leading Liberals de- 
cline to commit themselves to any expression 
of opinion about Parnell’s admission of last 
Friday, pending his re-examination, which 
Russell will conduct himself. A similar reserve 
is exhibited by the newspapers. The Unionist 
writers brought the point 
in thelr reports the next 
otherwise there has been no public comment 
whatever except in the Pall Mall Gazette. This 
makes the effect of the incident 
on public opinion more remarkable, In a large 
London store yesterday I heard one assistant 
say to another, ‘‘Well, what do you think of 
your Parnell?’’ This is the typical effect on a 
man in the street.

The incident is not important in itself, but 
everyone who knows the English temper saw 
that Parneli’s brutal frankness would be very 
injurious to him. Some of his friends remon- 
strated with him afterwards. He failed to 
catch the English point of view. 

It was a life and death preggo then, and 
Ldid try to mislead the House. by should I 
not confess it?’’ 

The fact is the English Liberals had begun 
to canonize Parnell too much. His great score 
on the forged letters; his successful parrying 
of Webster hitherto, and his correct attitude 
since the Gladstone alliance made him appear 
a paragon of moderation. This ineident revives 
his earlier character of an Irish irreconciliable 
and opinion rebounds. I have just come from 
the Commission Court, which opened to-day 
with a personal explanation by Parnell. The 
drift of it was that consulting ‘‘Hansard,’’ 
the officiai Parliamentary record, he found 
he meant in 1881 to refer to ribbon societies 
only, and that as applied to them his general 
statement was fairly accurate. ebster 
postponed further questions till he 
had had time to consult ‘‘Hansard.’’

THE ADMIRAL REPLIES TO GEN. BUTLER’S 
CHARGES OF COWARDICE. 


Batier’s Hostility Due to Porter’s Knowl. | 


edge of the Former’s Incompetency—The 
Admiral’s Share in the Capture of the 
Forts—Documents Completely Refuting 
the Charges Made by Butler. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPaTcH. 
Wasnhinetor, D. C., May 7.—When ‘‘Bold 
Ben’’ Butier made his recent attack on Ad- 
miral Porter, accusing him of cowardice at 
the battle of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, he 
probably assumed that it would not ‘‘kick 
back. Admiral Porter was at frst disposed 
to treat Butler with silent contempt 
and to rely upon the record of history 
to protect him from an ancient enemy, 
who has always been more vicious toward 
Porter than he ever was dangerous to his op- 
ponents in the field. Butler has never quite 
liked Porter since the first attack on Fort 
Fisher, when, after Porter had silenced the 
guns of the Fort, thus putting Butler in the 
way of an easy capture of both fort and garri- 
son, Butler ignominiously abandoned the en- 
terprise and came away with nothing but the 
name of the Hero of Fort Fisher. Butler 
cherished his hostility to Porter for 
knowing the facts about his in- 
competency at this time, and before the 
Committee on the Conduct of the War he 
afterward attempted to prove in just-ification 
of his fallure that Fort Fisher was impregna- 
bie. While he was engaged in making this 
demonstration guns were heard at the capitol 
and inquiry was made to learn the significance 
of the salute. Greatly to Butler’s chagrin 
came the answer: ‘‘They are celebrating the 
capture of Fort Fisher by Gen. Terry.’’ 
Admiral Porter’s friends and family were 
able to restrain his desire to engage with But- 
ler Sunday, butthe appearance yesterday of 
the papers containing the admission from 
Butler that he did mean to accuse the 
Admiral of cowardice, and the interest mani- 
fested in the matter by everybody with whom 


the Admiral wascoming in contact stirred 
him up so thoroughly that he can no longer 
restrain from talking back. 

PORTER LOADED FOR BEAR. 

When his attention was directed to Butler’s 
latest utterances he said: 

‘*‘When that bird of ill-omen takes offense 
at any one he bottles up his venom until in 
one of his maudlin intervals he pours it out. 
On my first acquaintance with Butler, 
at ew Orleans, he sent me an 
impertinent message I 
wrote to him tbat not 
send me an ample apology I wonilda take per- 
sonal satisfaction. He had to make the 
apology after doing all he could to dodge the 
issue. Since then we have not been at all like 
Damon and Pythias. 

About once in every five years after one of 
his drunken bouts Butler makes a spasmodic 
rusb at me like a mad dull, but I have always 
caught bim on the horns and thrown him flat 
on his back. I wonder the public should 
notice what the old imbecile says, and 
except for the fun of ‘laying 
him out’ again, I would not notice 
him now. He is the only man Il ever heard 
of who could outlive the contempt of the 
whole nation; could always run away in time 
of war and yet flourish. Icame very near 
thrashing him when he was Military Governor 
ofNew Orleans, and am sorry I did not do it.

This 
was printed and itis not necessary to repro- 
duce it here. The Admiral says that Butler is 
always putting his feet into it and always 
will be as long as his vicious habits continue. 
If be could only hide himself in obscurity he 
might pass bis declining days in that maudlin 
state, in which be so much delights, and go to 
his grave unnoticed.’’ 

FARRAGUT’S LETTER. 

The second letter produced by Admiral Por- 
ter in refutation of Butler’s charge of cow- 
ardice is one written by Flag Officer Farragut 
after the passing of the forte. It is as follows: 

DEAR PORTER—We had a rough time of it, as 
Boggs will tell you, but, thank God, the num- 
ber of killed and wounded was veer smal!

I intend to follow up my success and push to 
New Orleans and then come down and attend 
to the forts, so you hold them in a statu quo 
until I come back. I think if you send a flag 
of truce and demand their surrender, they 
will yield, for their intercourse with the city 
iscut off. We havecut the wires above the 
quarantine and are now going ahead. I took 
800 or 400 prisoners at quarantine. They sur- 
rendered and I paroled them not to take up 
arms again. I could not 
take care of them. If

Artists, Orchestra and Seenery Contribute to 
an Artistic Success—The Audience and 
Tollettes—“The Walkyr” To-Night—At- 
tractions at the Theaters—Amusement 
Notes.

That it had 
appreciative enthusiasm, when occasion 
called for it, was shown by the applause which 
greeted the finest passages. At the close of 
the second scene and atthe final fall of the 
curtain on the tableau of the ‘‘Gods Entering 
Walhalla“ the artists were called before the 
ourtain. 

That the first presentation of ‘‘The Rhein- 
gold“ should receive appreciation speaks 
eloquent praise forthe production as a whole 
—artists, scenery and orchestra. The opera 
ls among the least attractive of Wagner’s 
works, although it marks his entrance upon 
the greatest period of his life and embodies 
the theory of music drama, to the develop- 
ing of which the better part of his life was de- 
voted. But Wagner unquestionably needs 


study for genuine appreciation of his later 
works and to get behind what appears 
toan uninitiated listener and spectator to be 
the clap-trap of dramatic effect in the scenery 
and orchestration. One does not grasp at a 
hearing the full meaning and significance of 
his orchestral treatment of his theme, nor the 
essential harmony with which the spirit of the 
scene is interpreted even with apparent dis- 
cord at tim®s. The thorough interpretation of 
the subject in the orchestration which is car- 
ried out to the fullest extent in ‘*The Rhein- 
gold’’ requires a comprehension of the work 
to enjoy all of its beauty and grandeur which 
can only come from familiarity with it. 

„The Rheingolda’’ as the prelude of the 
tetralogy was properly given last evening, 
but its unattractiveness to the general public 
from amusical standpoint made it perhaps 
the worst opera of the sixin the repertoire

whieh could have servedasan introduction 
for the Metropolitan Opera Co. It has beau- 
ties and possesses grandeur and im- 
pressive theatric effects, but it is es- 
sentially a music-drama, with scarcely

He sat in the smoker 
with his friends, and attracted little atten- 
tion. Atevery station along the line fresh 
additions to those going to the show were 
added until the train was * well filled. 
Sullivan hadajob to fight his way through 
the crowd at the depot. Strong men seized 
his brawny hands andshook them with emo- 
tion as if he had just saved the country. A 
crowd of eager sporting men followed his 
carriage to the hall. be hall is a pretty 
little place, painted white and trimmed in 
goid and bu The admission fee was 50 cents 
and $1 anda string of men tbat reached far 
down the street was waiting to purchase 
tickets.
